The news of the sudden and tragic 
An Elect Lady death of dear Mrs. Nichols, the widow 
of our late Bishop, brought sorrow to 
the whole Diocese and especially to that great number 
of our older Church people to whom for nearly fifty 
years she had been a beloved friend. Her life was in- 
extricably woven into the life of the Diocese. She was 
almost as well known as the Bishop himself. She was 
as much loved wherever she was known. There was 
about her a charm, a gentleness and an unfailing joy- 
ousness which never left her. Through the heavy re- 
sponsibilities which she shared with the Bishop, 
through the sorrows and anxieties which none escape, 
through the long months of the Bishop’s last illness, 
she always seemed—nay, she always was—the same 
—gentle, thoughtful, hopeful, with the peace of God 
in her face and His courage in her heart. She knew 
well the meaning of the words “Be of good cheer. 1 
have overcome the world.” She was indeed an “elect 
lady,” one of the chosen of God, beloved by all who 
knew her. We do not grieve for her, released for new 
life in a new world with dear ones about her. We do 
grieve for all here who loved her. To them the sym- 
pathy of the Diocese is offered.

Some time ago I remem- 
ber calling the attention 
of the Diocese to a book 
by Prof. J. C. Bennett called “Secial Salvation.” It 
was the best book I had come across for the clergyman 
or layman (particularly the latter) who had come to 
some sort of half-conscious conviction that our social 
order is out of joint; and yet who felt the difficulties 
and the intricacy of the problems connected with anv 
change. There are many of us who want things to be 
Christian in the world in which we live but who dread 
stepping out into a new world and to whom proposals 
for change seem “idealistic” and impracticable. That 
book, it seemed to me, put the Christian view of the 
world clearly and at the same time recognized the diffi- 
culties of the average man. It was worthwhile. Re- 
cently Professor Bennett has written a very small 
book (one of the Hazen books, and only 50 cents) 
called “Christianity and Our World,” which is equally 
admirable. Indeed the committees preparing for the 
great Life and Work Conference in England in July 
have put it at the top of their list of important small 
books and pamphlets for preparation for the confer- 
ence. I commend it to the Diocese, clergy and laity 
alike, and once again I ask your prayers for Life and 
Work (Oxford, July 12-26) and Faith and Order 
(Edinburgh, August 3-18). 


A Worthwhile Little Book 


This is a report of the Lenten at- 
Church Attendance tendance records. Such figures 
can take no account of special 
cases. They are at best only capable of giving us a 
general idea of the way things go. On the whole they 
are neither very encouraging nor at all discouraging. 


It was an early Lent. There was a good deal of bad 
weather and one Sunday on which deluges of rain fell 
almost everywhere in the Diocese. Perhaps we should 
have expected a decrease in totals. Actually twenty- 
seven churches show a definite increase, in some cases 
quite large. The decreases among the other churches 
are for the most part small and in view of the weather 
perhaps hardly of importance. The total attendance 
for the Diocese is over five hundred more than last 
year. Most of the gain is in the Oakland and San Fran- 
cisco convocations, San Jose holding about even. The 
total runs close to seven thousand and means an aver- 
age of about 45 per cent of our communicant strength 
was present each Sunday. It must be remembered, 
however, that in this total were many who are not 


communicants, so that the real average is well below 
45 per cent. 


All of which shows us that we have a long way to 
go before our people have learned the “bounden duty” 
and likewise the privilege of a communicant. There is 
no short cut in this matter. No campaign or “Go to 
Church Sunday” will do it. It is a task of Christian 
education, a steady and long pull to overcome the bad 
habits which our secularized world has steadily incul- 
cated. Everything which makes worship appealing 
and satisfying (music, sermon, reading) helps. Every- 
thing which makes real the fellowship of the Church

In 
London I have to attend the two-day meeting of the 
Consultative Body of the Lambeth Conference, then 
the so-called Committee of Thirty-five which is to 
meet and consider the co-ordinating of the five most 
considerable worldwide movements toward unity of 
the churches; then a week at the conference in Oxford 
on Life and Work, of which I am an associate mem- 
ber; and then in August a little over two weeks at 
Edinburgh for the meeting of the Faith and Order 
Conference, of which I was a member at the first meet- 
ing in Lausanne in 1927. After that is over, there nol 
being time to get back to California for any work and 
then on to Cincinnati, my daughter and I are taking 
advantage of the interval to visit my son and his wife 
in Athens, where he is on the staff of the American 
School doing archeological research work. After that, 
home again with great joy, stopping at Cincinnati for 
General Convention. 


During my absence the Standing Committee will be 
the ecclesiastical authority and all matters concerning 
canons, vacant parishes and the like should be referred 


to that committee through Dr. Rifenbark, the presi-.

Mrs. Nichols was waiting for the 
northbound train for San Francisco, when she stepped 
into the way of the southbound train without seeing 
or hearing the approaching train. 

The burial services were held in Grace Cathedral 
on Friday, May 21, at 10:30 a. m., Bishop Parsons, 
Dean Gresham and the Rev. L. H. Miller officiating. 
Interment was at Cypress Lawn. 


She is survived by two daughters, Mrs. Edward H. 
Clark, Jr. of Hillsborough and Mrs. Charles Mills of 
Boston, and two sons, Bishop John Nichols of Shang- 
hai and William Nichols of Butte, Montana. She was 
the grandmother of William Fred Nichols, Mrs. Evan 
Thomas and Claire Nichols, all of Palo Alto.

The forum was led by Miss Avis Harvey of St. Mar- 
garet’s House, on the subject, “Does worship aid in 
solving life’s problems?” Miss Harvey opened the 
meeting with an earnest and spiritual address on the 
history and meaning of worship. This was followed by 
three talks given to illustrate different methods of 
worship which have proved helpful to people of vary- 
ing needs. Miss Coppee of Ross told of a reading and 
prayer group which has met once a week for seven- 
teen years and has been of great value and help to 
many during that time. Mrs. George Batte, president 
of the House of Churchwomen, told of the joy and in- 
spiration she has received from the “Forward Day by 
Day” leaflets.

St. Paul’s Church, Oakland 


The following figures are included in the first re- 
port of the survey being made in St. Paul’s Parish, 
Oakland: Number of families added to parish list, 
January 1 to May 15, 1937, 62; individuals (not in 
families) added, January 1 to May 15, 1937, 26; per- 
sons baptized, January 1 to May 15, 1937, 38; persons 
confirmed, 1937, 48. 


After subtracting families and individuals known to 
have left and adding newcomers who are communi- 
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cants and also the newly-confirmed: Gain in number 
of individuals, January 1 to May 15, 1937, 163; gain 
in number of communicants, January 1 to May 15, 
1937, 80; present number of families on parish list, 
778; present number of individuals (not in families) 
on parish list, 258; total number of individuals on 
parish list, 2,625; total number of communicants on 
parish list, 1,031. 


The statistical survey will be continued until the 
summer. Plans for the fall include a systematic visita- 
tion of all parishioners and the formation of inquiry 
groups to prepare written reports on special phases 
of the Church’s work. Already meetings have been 
held with parents in Oakland and Piedmont for the 
og ma of Church School work, beginning in 
the fall.

Joyfully appropriating for their own use one hour 
on the scheduled program the council is arranging a 
course peculiarly conservative. The subject, not yet 
titled, will deal with parish affairs—the purpose and 
needs of parish organizations; problems usually faced 
only by clergy and vestrymen; no world-changing, 
out with the old and in with the new, but solid train- 
ing for active young churchmen. This course will be 
presented by lecture and discussion. Youth moves on!

Necessary only for smooth functioning of a 
well-planned program, they will be strongly enforced.

Religious Education 
By Avis E. Harvey 


The annual service of offerings for the Church 
schools of the Diocese was one of the best we have 
ever held. By a careful count we know that there were 
465 in the choir. From the cards that came in on the 
alms basin, indicating the amounts of the offerings, 
we know that at least twenty-four of the schools of 
the Diocese were represented. It is always a thrilling 
sight to see the large bus from San Mateo draw up be- 
fore the Cathedral, filled with children from schools 
under direction of the Rev. Lindley H. Miller. This 
year we commend especially the representatives who 
came from the most distant places-—Watsonville, Capi- 
tola and Pacific Grove. A careful check of amounts 
stated by the Church schools as having been given for 
the various offerings with those received in Mr. Lee’s 
office raises the figure of the Lenten offering from 
what was printed on the service sheet to $1,953.05. 
Since our Christmas box gifts for last year went to 
negro missions of the South we chose as speaker a 
representative of that race and are more than grateful 
for the splendid address given by the Rev. Daniel G. 
Hill of the African Methodist Episcopal Church, Oak- 
land. The offering taken at the service paid for the 
expenses of the serivce and the rest was divided be- 
tween the Church schools of St. Cyprian’s and St. Au- 
gustine’s. 

Recognition was given teachers who earned credit 
in the National Accredited Leaders Association during 
the Lenten Institute this year. Their names are as fol- 
lows: Ann De Stefano, Incarnation, San Francisco;

It is with regret that we must report only 29 schools 
of the Diocese returned the questionnaire sent to them 
before this service. A very fine record is made by 
those who were good enough to make this return. The

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The Archdeacon’s Letter 


Dear Friends in the Diocese: 


How terrible it is to forget! Let me begin with a 
confession and this, of course, is also an apology. I 
had promised that I would say something about the 
service at Cypress Lawn on Easter Monday and I for- 
got. What i erdniioed to say was that for years the 
service has been made musical by the choir from the 
Church of the Incarnation, San Francisco. This is one 
of the little things that makes life joyous. A depend- 
able organist and some singers to lead us in singing 
the glad Easter hymns and on All Saints Day the 
happy hymns of the never-ending life add much to a 
service. Ever since good Mr. Bours has given me a 
special invitation to attend the service I have beeu 
thankful to these good women of the Incarnation. 

The Wayside Cross service of May 2 was the most 
inspiring I have attended. The weather was perfect. 
Last year forty automobiles were counted. This year 
seventy-three were counted. The good folk from Ann- 
ette, St. Martin’s-in-the-Fields, prepared lunch and 
Mr. and Mrs. Hulsewe came from Carmel and greeted 
their recent flock. The Rev. Edward A. McGowan gave 
the benediction. Mr. McGowan worked in this part of 
the Diocese years ago and it was fine that he could be 
with us. The Bishop’s absence was regretted. If he 
could have been with us it would have been a perfect 
day. It is needless to say that Dean Rifenbark gave a 
splendid sermon, as did Mr. Sumner Walters the eve- 
ning before at King City. 

Our Diocese had a fine large delegation at the 
Synod. There were four clerical delegates—Gardner, 
Little, Greenleaf, J. H. Thomas; three non-clerical 
delegates—Graham, Frank Lee, Avery. I do not know 
which of the many women present were delegates to 
the Provincial Woman’s Auxiliary but I saw Mrs. 
Lloyd Jones, Mrs. Lance, Mrs. Livermore, Miss Lance. 
Then there were other members of the Diocese pres- 
ent—Mr. Lance, Dean Shires and myself. In the ab- 
sence of Bishop Sanford, the president, Bishop Rem- 
ington presided. Bishop Johnson of Colorado and Dr. 
Wedell were the guest speakers. The Synod was well 
attended. Over four hundred were at the dinner and 
the mass meeting service must have had fifteen hun- 
dred present. The religious education meeting the day 
before the Synod was very good and led to several 
recommendations, including the urging of a provincial 
commission on college work. 

As a graduate of the Church Divinity School in the 
San Mateo days I can not let this letter close without 
expressing my joy in having been a student whose life 
was influenced by Bishop Nichols and his dear wife. 
May the good God bless them and the others whose 
Christianity uplifted our vision.

Church Divinity School Notes 


Commencement day at the Church Divinity School, 
May 5, was observed—in addition to the customary 
meetings and exercises—by ground-breaking cere. 
monies for the school’s new chapel. Bishop Louis C. 
Sanford officiated at the ground-breaking, assisted by 
Dean Shires and Dean Gresham. The Rev. D. Charles 
Gardner delivered the address for the occasion. The 
building will harmonize with Gibbs Hall. It will be 
built as a collegiate chapel, with seats running length- 
wise. It will have a capacity of sixty but on occasions 


will seat one hundred. When completed in the fail 
the building will take the place of the Bishop Nichols 
oratory, which has become inadequate. Friends of the 


school and of the late Francis Weld of Montecito, 


after whom the chapel will be named, have given the 
funds required for the basic structure. The altar is a 
gift of Dr. Gardner. Other furnishings will be tempo- 
rary, since funds permit only construction of the 
building. It is hoped in the future to build a cloister 
which will connect the chapel with Gibbs Hall. 

The ceremonies were followed by a tea at the dean- 
ery, Mrs. Shires being hostess. Earlier in the day visi- 
tors and alumni were guests of the school at a buffet 
luncheon, this being followed by the annual meeting 
of the alumni. 

The annual dinner of the school, in the evening, 
was marked by addresses by the Rev. William E. 
Craig, president of the Alumni Association; Henry M. 


Shires, for the graduates; and the Rev. Everett Boss- 


hard, for the faculty. The commencement exercises 
were held in the parish hall of St. Mark’s Church, with 
Bishop Sanford conferring the degrees and the Rev. 
John Frank Scott of Pasadena delivering the address.

Christ Church, Alameda

In early May the Parish 
Workers Guild sponsored a card party, serving desert 
preceding the afternoon of cards. This social event is 
always looked forward to with anticipation by many 
guests. A good fime was enjoyed by all who attended 
and a goodly sum was realized. 

In early June the Guild will hold a rummage sale of 
clothing and various useful articles. Early in June the 
Parish Workers will have its final meeting for the 
summer at the Encinal Yacht Club.

Miss Helen 
Swayne, who has a very able corps of officers, is presi- 
dent and always presides in a most charming and ef 
ficient manner.

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Social Service Conference at San Jose 


Social workers by the hundreds, in every field of 
human usefulness, gather at the annual “California 
Conference of Social Work. Paul Kellogg of “The 
Survey” paid the compliment at the opening session 
at San Jose of saying that the conference showed 
more life and progressiveness than any State confer- 
ences on the Atlantic Coast. Making allowance for the 
courtesy of a guest it still remains that the State con- 
ference does represent earnest effort and honest think- 
ing in the field of human relations by people who are 
engaged in the adjustment of these relations. The 
Episcopal Church appears this year in the program as 
a kindred group holding sessions devoted to the dis- 
cussion of some phase of social work. 


It came about in this way. The Department of So- 
cial Service of the Diocese of California is an organ- 
ization member of the State conference. This depart- 
ment approved the holding of a “kindred group” 
meeting at the State conference, to which representa- 
tives of the Social Service Departments of other Dio- 
ceses of the State would be invited. So the invitations 
were sent. The program was built about a theme com- 
mon to the whole State, namely, “The Episcopal 
Church in the Rural Field,” and appears in the pro- 
gram of the twenty-ninth annual meeting of the State 
Conference of Social Work. There the Episcopal So- 
cial Service Department stands as a kindred group 
with the associations of medical social workers and of 
psychiatric social workers, public welfare executives 
and co-ordinating councils, Catholic Council of Social 
Work and Salvation Army, Legal Aid and Women’s 
Housing Council. 


The program of the two afternoon sessions justified 
inclusion with these groups. At the first session there 
were present as representatives of the Departments 
of Social Service, from the Diocese of California, six; 
from the Diocese of Los Angeles, three; from the Mis- 
sionary District of San Joaquin, one. The total attend- 
ance of interested people was about thirty. At the sec- 
ond session, when the talks were about the migrant 
worker, there were sixty present. About thirty at- 
tended the corporate communion for social workers 
at Trinity Church, at which the Rev. Mark Rifenbark, 
D. D., was the celebrant. Breakfast followed, at which 
the Rev. C. Rankin Barnes of San Diego spoke on 


_ “Spiritual Values in Social Work.” 


The sessions were devoted to a discussion of the 
Episcopal Church in the rural field. After calling the 
first session to order, the Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas, 
chairman of the Social Service Department of the 
Diocese of California, explained that the purpose was 
to present something of what the Church was doing 
and on the second day to present something of the 
opportunity before the Church. Carrying out this idea, 
Miss Anna M. Clark presented a review of a survey 
of a rural field which was made for a district of the 
Diocese of California, using it as an illustration of 
what must be done in every rural district where the 
Church expects to do an effective work. Miss Adela J. 
Ballard gave an account of what is being done for 
migrant workers under the auspices of the Council of 
Women for Home Missions. The second day, which 
brought out an unexpected crowd of sixty, was de- 
voted to a discussion of the position of the agricul- 
tural worker. Mr. Eric H. Thomsen, assistant regional 
director for the Resettlement Administration, spoke of 
what the Federal Government is trying to do, par- 
ticularly in its demonstration migrant camps. The 
activities of the Simon J. Lubin Society in the interest 
of the agricultural worker and small farmer were re- 


lated by Mr. Leigh Athers, chairman of the legislative 
committee. Miss Dorothy Foster, a member of the 
Cannery Workers Union, told of the conditions which 


made it necessary for the cannery workers to or- 
ganize. 


The main purpose of this inter-department confer- 
ence, namely, to try to work out a co-ordinated pro- 
gram for social welfare for the dioceses of the State, 
was not achieved. The secondary purpose, to have the 
Church put on a program demonstrating its social in- 
terest and appealing to social workers, was achieved. 
And the first step has been taken toward co-operation 
betweeen the several dioceses in important matters of 
common interest. 


The California Conference—A Commentary 
By the Rev. George H. B. Wright 


There was an atmosphere of true hospitality sur- 
rounding the meeting of the California Conference of 
Social Work in San Jose, May 9-13. Beds were at a 
premium in that busy town and the meetings in the 
grand new auditorium were well attended and excit- 
ing. It was eminently fitting that the chairman of the 
Department of Social Service in the Diocese of Cali- 
fornia should have chosen to start a new kindred 
group meeting for Church people of the four dioceses 
of the State. Mr. Thomas was wise in his choice of 
subject—“The Church in the Rural Field’—and he 
was particularly happy in selecting the migratory la- 
borer as the subject of his second afternoon’s session, 
because that was one of the red-hot subjects of the 
conference. It was good on this program to choose 
people who were prominent on the larger programs, 
to draw the Church and the field of social work closer 
together. The communion and the breakfast after 
were greatly appreciated, as they have been for many 
years. It was generally agreed that the greater oppor- 
tunity to meet together as representatives of our four 
dioceses’ and districts’ common problems was very 
welcome. The Rev. Lloyd B. Thomas is to be con- 
gratulated for having started something. 


“The Clerical Seminar”—A Review 


We have just received a booklet entitled “The Cleri- 
cal Seminar,” of which the author is the Rev. W. M. 
Bours, beloved and well-known retired clergyman 
of the Diocese. 


The whole Diocese is deeply indebted to Mr. Bours 
for his gracious and scholarly history of the Clerical 
Seminar, which is one of the historic institutions of 
the Diocese. Mr. Bours is a charter member and gives 
many interesting stories of the early days of the 
Seminar. 


Following the history of the Seminar is printed a 
“Sermon-Essay,” being a Seminar paper read before 
that organization on February 18, 1935. 


In his history of the Clerical Seminar, Mr. Bours re- 
views-——in parade—all of the quaint and prominent 
members of the clergy of the Diocese, with reference 
to many of the great leaders of the Church in the 
East. In his “Sermon-Essay” Mr. Bours gives a sug- 
gestive outline for the preparation for and delivery of 
a model sermon. 


In both essays the writer manifests a large historical 
perspective, a deep scholarship, a sound churchman- 
ship, a warmth of Christian fellowship, a classical 
literary style and a whimsical humor.—B. D. W.

“Highways of Christian Doctrine,” by Shirley Jack- 
son Case. Willett, Clark; 1936; $2. 


This book is not just another outline, in spite of the 
fact that it contains the Lowell Institute lectures de- 
livered in King’s Chapel, Boston, in 1936. The lectures 
were intended, as the author states, to “sketch broadly 
the changes through which Christian doctrines have 
pers from their beginnings to the present time.” 

e value of the book lies largely in its interpreta- 
tions. The lectures are too broad, not always by neces- 
sity, to serve even as an outline of the field of study 
they cover. They are really an outline of the inter- 
reer pe of the liberal-minded dean of the Divinity 

hool of the University of Chicago. Let us hope that 
they may inspire an equally scholarly writer to bring 
forth a more adequate and greatly-needed history of 
er thought in a single volume.—James M. Mal. 


“The Old Testament: Its Making and Meaning,” by 
H. Wheeler Robinson; Cokesbury Press; $2. 


Robinson’s book, which is one of the series in the 
London Theological Library, is the best of its kind 
that has been published in many a year. It gives us 
the Old Testament as it actually is to the view of the 
critical scholar but in terms that make it intelligible 
to the average layman as well as to the student. The 
author impresses one as possessing all the profundity 
of a Driver or Oesterley. The only reason he has not 


produced a more elaborate introduction here is be- 
cause it is not necessary for his purpose. The aim is to 
interpret the literature and to present the literary his- 
tory of the Old Testament in the light of the most re- 
cent scientific conclusions for the average reader. As 
such it is in a class by itself. The material is treated 
in successive chapters as history, prophecy and apolo- 
getic, the psalms, wisdom literature and ‘hey, with an 
excellent preliminary chapter on the beginnings of 
Hebrew literature and a concluding section on the 
canon. Dr. Wheeler Robinson is easily one of the 
world’s leading Old Testament scholars.—Henry H. 
Shires. 

“The Business Administration of a Church,” by 
Robert Cashman; Willett, Clark; $1.50. 

Today much attention is paid by the average clergy- 
man to the practical administration of his parish, for 
the reason that it is more than ever evident that a man 
has to be more than a preacher and pastor to make 
his parish really an effective unit. There are only a 
few books that are modern enough to lend much as- 
sistance in this field and the present volume is a wel- 
come addition to the number. It is timely and up-to- 
date. It abounds with helpful suggestions that have 
ete themselves in practice in the full orbit of a 

usy pastor’s life. Such subjects as finance, the min- 
ister’s office, organization, use of time, care of prop- 
erty, correspondance, the sexton and publicity receive 
adequate attention. Mr. Cashman is business manager 
of the Chicago Theological Seminary and has been an 
instructor at Chicago in business administration of a 
parish and institutional management.
